"dn Account of the late EARTHQUAKES in Caua- 


BRIA, Sicity, Fe. b hiss 
Communicated to the Rovar Society, by Sir Wittiam 
Hamitron. 


[Continued from our lafh} 

HE environs of Laureana, which ftaads on an elevation, 
is the garden of Eden itfelf; nothing I. ever faW can 
be compared to it. The town is: confilerable ; but as the 
earthquake did not come on fuddenly, asin the plain, not.a 
life was loft there ; but from a ficknefs occationed by hardfhips 
and fright, 52 have fince died. I lodged.in the barracks of a 
fenfible gentleman of Mileto, Don Domenico Acquanetta, who 
is a principal proprietor of this town. He attended me the 
next day to the two tenements, called the Macini and Vatica- 
no, mentioned in the former part of this letter, and which _ 
The 
fact is true, and eafily accounted for. "hele tenements were 
fituated in.a valley furrounded by high grounds ; and the fur- 
face of the earth, which has been removed, had been probably 
long’ undermioed by little rivuléts which come fram the moun- 
tains, ‘and now are in full view on the bate -fpot the tenements 
bad deferted. ‘hele rivulets have a fofficiencly rapid courfe 
down the valley, to prove its nut being a'perfedt level; as was 
reprefented. I fuppofe the earthquake tohave opened fome 
depofitions of rain- water in the clay hills.. which. furrognd the 
valley, which water, mixed with the loofe foil, taking its courfe 
fuddenly through the undermined furface, lifting it up withthe 
large olive and mulberry trees, and a thatchedicottage, floated 
the entire piece of ground, with all its vegetation, about a mile 
down the valley, where it now ftands, with moft of the trees 
ere@t. Thefe two tenements may be about a-mile long, and 
half a mile broad. I was fhewn feveral deep ‘cracks in this 
neighbonrhood, not one above a foot in breadth, but which, I 
was credibly affured, had opened wide during the earthquake, 
and fwallowed up an ox, and near an, hundred goats, bat no 
countrymen, as was reported. In the valley above mentioned 
I faw the fame fort of hollows in the form. of invtrted’ cones, 
out of which, I was aflured, that hot water and-fandhad been 
emitted with violence during the earthquakes as at Rofarno; 
but I could not find any one who could pofitively affirm that 
the water had been really hot, although the reports which Go- 
vernment received affirm it. Some of the fand thrown;out here 
with the water has a furrugineous appearance, and ‘feems to 
have been atted upan by fire. I was told that it-had alfo, when 

freth, a {trong fmell of fulphur, but I could nov perceive it. 

From hence I went through the fame ‘deligitfal country to 
the town of Poliftene. To pafs thivagh fe rich a country, and 
not fee a fingle houfe flanding on it, is moft melancholy in- 
deed ; wherever a houfe ftgod, there you fee a heap of rains; 
and a poor barrack, with two or three miferable mourning fi- 
gures fitting at the door, and here and there a maimed mao; 
woman, or child, crawli.e uponerutches: » Initead of a town, 
you fee a coofafed heap of rains, agd round about them nam- 
bers of poor huts or barracks, and a larger one to ferve as ‘a 
charch, with the church bells hanging upon a fort of Jow gib- 
ber ; every inhabitant with a doleful countenance, and wearing 
fome token of haying loft a parent. 

I travelled fonr days inthe plain, in the midft of fach mife- 
ry as cannot be deferibed.: The force of the earthquake was 
fo great there, that all the inhabitants of:the towns. were buried 
either alive or dead, under the ruins of their honfes, in an in- 
ftant. ‘The towa of Pelillene was large, but ill fituated be- 
tween two rivers, fabject to overflow. 2100, out of about 
Gooo, loft their :Jives here the fatal sth of February. | The 
Marquis St Giorgio, the Baron of this country, whom I found 
here, was well employed in affifting his 1enants.... He had cau- 
fed the ftreets of his:ruined town to'be cleared of rubbifh, and 
had ereéted barracks ‘on a healthy {pot near it, fur the remain. 
der of his fubjeéts, and on a goad plan. He had alfo con- 
{truéted barracks of a Jarger fize for the filkeworms, which I 
found already at work in them. (This Prince’s activity and 
generofity is moft praife-worthy, and, as far as T have feen hi- 
therto, he is without a rival.) I obferved, that the town of St 


Giorgio, on a hill about two miles from Poliltene, though ren- | 


dered uninhabitable, was by no. means levelled like the towns in 
the plains. There -was a nannery at Poliftene ; being curious 
to fee the nuns that had efcaped, .I‘alkeds the Marquis to thew 
me their barracks ; but, it feems, only one- our of twenty-three 
had been dug out of her cell-alive, and fhe was fourfcore years 
of age.

vine, and often without having been overturned, fo thet. she 
trees and crops were growing. as well as if they had. beeg plant- 
ed there, Other fuch pieces were lying in the bottom, in an 
inclined fituation ; and others again that had been quite over- 
turned.

near it lies in the bottom of the ravine as I fawin a perfect ore 
der, but in an inclioed fituation. ‘There is a foot-path through 
this vineyard, which has a fingalar effect, confidering its _pre- 
fent impracticable fituation. Some water mills, thar were oa 
the river, having been jammed between two fuch detached pie- 
ces as above defcribed, were lifted up by them, and are now 
feen on an elevated fituation, many feet above the level of the 
river. Without the proper explanations, it is fo wonder shat 
fiich fats fhould appear miraculous. I obferved ip feveral parts 
of the plain, that the foil, with timber, trees, ang crops of corn, 
confifling of many acres, had funk eight and tea feet below the 
level of the plain ; and in others again J perceived it had rifen 
as many. It is neceffary to remember, that the foil of the 
plain is a clay mixed with fand, which is ‘cafily moulded into 
any fhape. In the plain, ncar the {pots from wlyence the above- 
mentioned pivees had been detached into the ravine, there were 
feveral parallel cracks, fo that had the violence of die fhocks 
of the earthquake continaed, thefe pieces alfo would haye pro- 
bably followed. I remarked conftantly in‘all my-journey, that 


| near every ravine, or hollow way, the parts of the pliin ad- 
joining -were full of large parallel cracks. The earth rocking 
with violence from fide to fide, and having a fupport on one 
fide only, accounts ‘well for this circumftince,
